Most war observers returning to 
this country and able to speak freely 
expected the invasion attempt to be 
dated somewhere between March 15 
and May 1. 

Resumption of test daylight raids 
over England were viewed as a cer- 


Senator Nye boldly declared ‘“‘war 
by April 1.’ Senator Reynolds pro- 
vided the most startling flop away 
from Rooseveltian ranks and made 
a three-hour speech against the bill 
which used up 15 columns of read- 
ing space in those anti-administra- 
tion papers which printed its full 
text. 


The poll during the last days 
showed 46 Democrats, 5 Republi- 
cans and 1 Independent for the bill, 
with 8 Democrats, 11 Republicans 
and 1 Progressive against it.
